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SAYYADINA are easily one of the 
very best grindcore bands going 
today. If ultra-speed and killing power 
are your thing, then you’re probably 
already into ‘em. Here’s what the 
three lads from Stockholm had to 
say as we sat around the fire with our 
holiday glogg. Questions by Doug and 
answers by Ove, Andreas and Jon. Live 
photos by Rev Aaron from Return To 
The Pit and the others by Ove. 


SFL; Please introduce the dudes in the band and tell us some deep , 
dark secrets about every one.Which member is the biggest sexual 
deviant and who's got a secret history in fetish films? It’s high time 
that this ‘zine becomes the tabloid gossip rag that it really wants 
to be! 

ANDREAS: Pm 42 years old, I passed “bast fore datum a 
long time ago. I work as a cabinet maker and in my spare time 
I watch HBO series (NO, not sex and the city) and Werner 
Herzog movies. 

OVE:Young! Hot! Lazy! That’s about it. Oh, Pll give you the 
exclusive rights to disclose some private secrets from my 
past.This is front cover headline stuff, ok? As a kid used 
to practice skiing, soccer, athletics, shooting, table tennis, 
handball, model-making, orienteering and probably a 
couple more types of games that I can’t recall the names 
of. Sports galore! But don’t tell anyone! 

JON:Younger, hotter, lazier. I drink beer, and Slovenian 
moonshine. Snooker lover, got 4 amps, used to make a 
fanzine. 

SFL: Since this is the traditional first batch of questions and we 
all know that deviating from tradition is just a lame attempt to 
be (f artistic” let’s hear the early influences of SAYYADINA! Has 
that changed over the years? Any new grindcore bands that 
still really set a fire under your ass? 

OVE: In the beginning we had stuff like “Slayer I ’’, 

“Brutal Truth/Discordance Axis”,“lnfest”,“Assuck-start’’, 
‘Sabbath/Assuck’’,“Slayer 2”,“Kangen”,“Real Terrorizer”, 










“NYHC” and “Morbid Angel” among our working titles. 
For the new album we wrote for example “Behemoth”, 
“Vomitory f”,“AtThe Gates”,“Pestilence/Forced Into”, 
“Danzig”,“ND”,“Andy’s Slayer”,“Hellmet”,“Mastodon”, 
“New Brutal Truth”,“Andy’s black/grind”,“Nuclear Ass”, 
“DS-13/Behemoth”, “Manow...” oops, sorry, that was a 
cover,“Discordance/nu metal” and “Vomitory intro” on 
our sheets. I suppose that speaks for itself and sort of 
answers the first part of the question. Still, if you can 
tell me which working title belongs to which song I’ll 
buy you a beer.Three correct answers, please! New 
grindcore bands? Exactly WHAT are you talking about? 
When I discover something it’s already old. 

ANDREAS: I’d say my basic influences are pretty much 
the same as when we started out, old school death 
metal. Perhaps not that obvious in our music but that 
might be because Jon and Ove writes most of the 
songs. However, for the new album there were a lot 
of Norwegian and Polish influences as well, I think the 
working titles tells you that. New grindcore bands... who 
the fuck listens to grindcore nowadays? 

JON:And who listens to new grindcore bands today? No 
there are no really impressive bands around these days. 

SFLWhat do you end up listening to the most these days? 
Does whatever it is have some impact on SAYYADINA? 


“That total Age”. Influences from all of these will be clearly 
audible on next Sayya album. 

ANDREAS:What I listen to absolutely have an impact on my 
songwriting, perhaps you can’t always hear it but I get inspired 
by listening to all kinds of music. I’ve had a crush on Eric 
Rutan for years and the last couple of weeks have been all 
about Ripping Corpse, Hate Eternal and Morbid Angel, and the 
new The Mars Volta, of courpse. Oh yeah, and Steve Earle after 
I found out that he is Waylon in the tv show The Wire. 

JON: Been in a deep country-period. Hank,Waylon, Gram, 
Emmy-Lou,Townes and a few more. New extreme music 
is fucking boring or maybe its just me.The new Behemoth 
was great as well as Nifelheim. I think David Pajo’s two latest 
albums (“Pajo” and “1968”) are among the best I’ve ever 
heard and also his 90’s album “Whatever, mortal”, Rise and 
fall’s “Into oblivion” is a great hardcore effort, cause i’ve always 
been a sucker for the clevo-sound. Last years album was the 
red album by Baroness. Don’t know if the Thermals last LP 
came out last year but that one is the one I’ve been listening a 
lot to. Oh, who cares what my music opinion is about... 

SFLThis one is for Ove.What drummers were you listening to 
when you decided to try and disrupt the space-time continuum 
with your own drumming? Have you reached your goal of 
duplicating early Phil Collins? 


OVE: In my cd Walkman the new 
Nifelheim (best album of 2007!) has 
been spinning a lot for the last three 
months. In my car three tapes has 
been on exceptionally high rotation 
lately:Alice Cooper (“Pretties for 
You”/”Easy Action”), Mercyful Fate 
(“Melissa”/”Don’t break the Oath”) 
and Steve Miller Band (“Fly like 
an Eagle”/”Book of Dreams”). At 
home: Sadus (first two), Bathory 
(first four) and Sir Lord Baltimore. 
At my girlfriend’s place:The Jesus 
Lizard, Songs: Ohia,The Black Heart 
Procession, Swans and Nitzer Ebb’s 











Were there a lot of different 
influences (musically or 
otherwise) that had such 
different impacts of the writing 
of these two albums? 


OVE: First off there’s a 
different line-up: Me singing 
and Adde drumming on 
“Fear...”, on “Mourning...” 
Andreas and Jon share the 
vocals and I play drums. 

The songs for “Fear...” were 
(with a few exceptions) 
constructed in front of a 
computer, while the new 
album was completely 
composed at rehearsals. 
Maybe the writing for 
“Fear...” was inspired a bit by 
Adde’s drumming. He's good 

at D-beat, which I’ve never been.Well, at least not for many 
years, but I think I’m learning again. 

JON:We wrote the songs in two different periods of our 
lives, thats why you can hear a clear difference between the 
songs. 


SFLThe lyrics on both LPs are very different but both are very 
hateful. What motivates you to write lyrics and how do you keep 
from saying the same thing over and over? Or does it ever feel like 
that? 


OVE:Who was I listening to? What was I thinking?! I don’t 
know, really. I just figured out how to grind/blast and it 
was totally natural trying to do it faster and faster.Wish 
I still had that discipline. Early 90s I was listening to Pete 
Sandoval, Scott Lewis, Ken Owen, Mick Harris and Andy 
Whale, for example. Fortunately I didn’t pick up too much 
from the last-mentioned. 

Hey, I’m still learning to spell Pihl Collnis’ name! 


SFL: Do you get still get mad when uneducated drunk dudes 
talk shit on those super fast death metal dudes that barely tap 
their drums when they play live? 


OVE: Of course! No matter how soft someone plays, it’s 
still about the timing. As long as it sounds good, that is. But 
ok, I have to admit that I’m more impressed by a drummer 
that sounds great without any mikes or triggers, than one 
that needs the latter. 


SFLThe new album is a lot different than (( Fear Gave Us 
Wings”. It's for sure not another batch of the same stuff. 


ANDREAS: Well since Jon writes almost all of the lyrics he 
should probably answer this one but the main reason I would 
say is that when we did “Fear...” Jon was very depressed so 
he went to do rosen-therapi, learning how to breath and 
cry and stuff so the lyrics became more emotional. When 
he wrote the lyrics to “mourning...” he was just, you know, 
angry, kind of.OVE: As my lyrics tend to repeat themselves 
I only write one per year. Pure tactics! Jon writes pretty 
much spontaneously/off the top of his head, then I take 
most of his lyrics and destroy them to fit into the songs, 







which sometimes leaves him a bit disappointed as I’ve 
eventually changed the meaning of the lyrics. 

JON:Yes and no. I see no real big differences between 
the lyrics on the two albums, but i know the anger 
comes from different angles, yet, still depressive in a way 
but not focused on the depression itself. 

SFL:Along withAK-47 from RUPTURE, Ove is the only 
dude I’ve ever heard of getting injured from fast drumming. 

As a warning to other blasting stickmen out there, please 
explained what happened to you? Are you still limited in some 
ways from this injury? 

OVE: It was an intense period at work (not that heavy 
a job, I’d like to point out) and we rehearsed a lot. I 
think the fact that I never warmed up before playing was 
what ruined my shoulder. I couldn’t play for three years 
and there was surgical operation, rehab and about one 
thousand more or less stupid doctors involved. None 
of those nice and cute ones from General Surgery, 
unfortunately. I got better, but it’s not 100% good, and 
I think it never will be. I constantly have to think about 
what I do with my shoulder: how I play drums, how I 
shift gears, how I do the dishes, how I wipe my ass and 
so on. And I’ve been unemployed since the surgery, 
Wohoo! 

ANDREAS: Hey, I want to answer a “Ove question” too! 
What about Paul Bostaff? Didn’t he have the same kind 
of injury? 

SFL: Being more of a Lovecraft dude myself, I only know that 
your band name comes from Frank Herbert’s tf Dune” book 
series.Who’s the sci-fi geek in the band?What’s a Sayyadina? 
Is that one of them worms that run around under the sand? 

OVE:You don’t know what a Sayyadina is? Hahaha! Who’s 
Frank Herbert? I love sci-fi! It’s my favorite music genre. 
ANDREAS: I guess I’m the one interested in sci-fi movies 
but its not that totally geek-bad. 

I’m not with the Sweden east coast trekkers or with the 
storm troopers like some other friends of mine are. 


SFL:You have friends who dress up like Storm Troopers? 

ANDREAS:Yes. Magnus, the singer in Sunday Morning 
Einsteins, is involved in this worldwide Storm Troopers clan 
called Vader’s fist 501st Legion. I guess they get together and 
go to conventions and do benefit appearances and stuff. More 
info at www.501 st.com. 

JON: Goran from Outlast owns a full size Stormtrooper 
outfit. He’s proud of it. 

SLF: Is it true that your original band name was Gastrogorevomit 
Gorillaclit? 

OVE: Don’t make fun of that! It actually means something in 
Swedish if read backwards. 

SFL: How much does the band vary in the live “Ove as singer” line 
up setting from the studio “Ove on drums” version? Isn’t it a huge 
headache to go back and forth? 

OVE: We haven’t done the “Ove as singer” thing for two 
years now, only “Ove on drums”. I suppose it’s like two 
different bands playing the same songs. Less D-beat songs in 
the setlist when I’m holding the sticks. For safety reasons I 
prefer sitting behind the drums. I don’t stumble, slip and fall 
face down to the floor as much, and if some jester is tieing 
my shoestrings together it doesn’t matter because my feet 
aren’t in the shoes while I’m drumming. 

SFLWould you like to mention any of the other bands you dudes 
play in? Let us know what’s going on in the sleepy little Hallmark 
card of a nation known as Sweden these days! 

OVE: I’m in Nice Idiot together with Johan from 
Massgrav,Jocke from General Surgery and Micke from 
Fingerspitzengefiihl.Yes, Stockholm is a small town with just 
a few inhabitants. I believe we manage to perform some sort 
of early 80s hardcore, maybe not completely different from 
Circle Jerks, Minor Threat, Bad Brains, Black Flag and that kind 
of stuff. But we try not to be as good. And succeed at that. 
ANDREAS: I play bass in General Surgery, again. I was in the 
band 2002-2004 but left when they started doing live shows 
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since I didn’t have the time at the moment I was part of a 
d-beat project-band with some guys from Uncurbed and 
Wolfbrigade but that never went really far. We wrote a 
bunch of songs but when they started WB again this was 
put aside. Other than that, I play John Denver songs once a 
week at a bar where I live,thats all. 

JON: Used to be in Nasum. Still do shows with Outlast 
on occasion. Retaliation does shows too and did a new 
record coming out today. Acursed are still going but not 
as strong as we could.Victims has some tours lined up and 
a new record coming out soon. Also Jason Newstedt was 
in Sweden 
recently and 
asked me to 
play some 
on his new 
record, but 
there was no 
real budget. 

SFL: Do you 
ever worry that 
your reputation 
as good guys 
will be soiled 
by spending 
so much 
time around 
those shady 
MASSGRAV 
dudes? 

ANDREAS:Yes, I’m worried. But for me our strained 
relationship with those guys are also on a personal level, 
some of them are real bullies and I haven’t really learnt 
how to cope with that yet. Every time when we come 
to the practice place that we share with those fuckers 
in Massgrav, they have hidden most or all of my gear. Any 
advice? 

OVE: Exactly! Sayyadina stands behind the GGG (Good 
Guys Grindcore) lifestyle 100%, but I’m afraid that the 
rude, mean and evil minds of Massgrav will infect us, and 


then we’re fucked. 

JON: I hate their fucking guts. 

SFL But do you think you guys could take them in a fist fight? 

ANDREAS:Are you fuckin kidding me? I guess its up to me 
since Ove’s shoulder is fucked and Jon will most likely start 
to cry as soon as my adrenalin kicks in but it should be no 
problem. As I see it Ola is the one I need to take out first, 
he’s the big guy and might be a problem if I don’t watch 
my back. He’s a software developer so he might have some 

finger skills though 
but hey, so do I, 

I’m a carpenter, 
remember? 

Johan sure does 
have some reach 
being 7’3 but 
he produces TV 
horse-shows so 
he’s not into using 
his muscles like I 
am and therefore 
that fight is won 
as soon as I take 
out my false teeth. 
And Mathias, well 
he’s not a threat 
really. Come on, he 
rather eats eggs 
with his parents 
than goes to Bolt Thrower and Nifelheim shows. And he’s a 
librarian you know. 

JON: We’d let Andy handle them. Yes. 

SFL: Having personally experienced the kind of drunken 
debauchery you guys get into when there are no scene reporters 
around or repercussions to be suffered, I think you should go 
ahead and share with the readers at home some of your most 
lurid post-gig experiences while on tour in places with little to no 
law enforcement? 













ANDREAS: For some reason Ove is the guy who gets 
into most trouble even though he’s not the heaviest 
drinker of the lot. Except for the one time when he got 
lost in Germany after drinking a gallon of Baileys.Well, 
if its not some Finnish dude who literally wants to beat 
some drumming techniques into him then someone else 
has been pissing in Ove’s bed while Ove was sleeping in 
it and the next morning claims to have been “sweating 
ALOT last night...” 

OVE:Yep, I’m straight edge as fuck compared to Andreas 
and Jon. I like drinking and getting drunk, but hate being 
drunk. Dilemma! We don’t do much crazy stuff because 
we’re SO mature. After shows we normally just sit on 
our asses - either at the venue, drinking beer, or in my 
car,Andreas and Jon drinking beer and me driving. 

JON: I’ve gotten crazy drunk after gigs more than a few 
times and i guess i have only been really close to getting 
myself into real trouble. We’re not in Kansas anymore. 

SFLWhy isn't the new album on vinyl yet? Are you guys just 
embracing the modern music distribution methods such as 
i-tunes or has there been some troubles behind the scenes? 

ANDREAS:We asked the wrong guy to do it and now 
we can’t get out of the deal. 

I tried to cancel everything but Ove wouldn’t let me so 
ask Ove whats happening with that. 

OVE: Actually Andreas did manage cancel it, but I told 
him “Fuck jii” and ordered the label to resume the 
production. Hahaha! Communication and agreement 
within the band? That krap belongz in tha glamm zeen! 

So, yes, it’s my fault the vinyl is not out yet. If someone 
has been waiting - sorry! 

JON:Try asking a label consisting of one person with no 
money and 400 records to put out at the same time to 
do a vinyl and see what happens.We’ve been pretty lucky 
compared to many bands I’ve talked to. 

SFL: Do you think the downloading of mp3s has helped 
make it even harder for tiny hardcore labels to keep going? 
Are there enough loyal vinyl buying grindcore fans to keep 
things going or has the internet file sharing stuff had enough 


negative effect to make things really doomed for true underground 
stuff? 

ANDREAS: I don’t think it has affected sales of vinyl that much. 

If you like vinyl releases you will get them anyway, and perhaps 
download a cd-rip so you can have it in your mp3 player. 

If you only buy cd’s then I guess downloading is ok too so for 
cd’s I think it has affected sales indeed. So yes, in the long run 
especially the underground seems to be doomed but I think it 
will survive in one way or the other. 

JON: I can see with Victims how sales went down on both 
formats, but it can also be that we suck more for every record. 

SFL: I really enjoyed the space bass interlude of the new album 
although I found it to be way too short Do you think this merging 
of Funkadelic, Hawkwind and grindcore is something you guys will 
explore on future releases? 

OVE:Yes! There IS more of it as soon as on our next release 
actually, which happens to be the vinyl edition of “Mourning the 
Unknown”. 

ANDREAS: I seriously doubt that we will do something like that 
again. I stopped doing drugs on my 40th birthday so those vibes 
will most definitely not come back, neither on a recording nor 
in my head, which kind of sucks. On the other hand I just got 
a place of my own, after living in a shed for the last couple of 
years, and I’m back in some kind of socializing mode so I guess 
its for the best. 

JON: From now on it’s just kick-ass bass lines. I just moved into 
Andy’s old shed, so except at least five guitar-only songs on 
future releases. 

SFL: In the attempt to balance creativity and kick ass-ness, do you 
often add weird bits to songs that later sound totally stupid? What's 
the weirdest song idea that almost made it on a record but got shit- 
canned in time? Anything that made it on to a record that look back 
on now and think t( what the fuck?!" 

OVE:AII our bad ideas are recorded and released, I’m afraid. 

For me, “Razor Discipline” on the split 7” with No Value is our 
“what the fuck?!” moment I’m not very fond of that song for 
some reason. And yes, my very few and short vocal parts on the 
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split 7” with Bruce Banner should have been erased. 
ANDREAS: I have a lot of stupid ideas all the time but Ove 
and Jon usually stops me in time so I’m all good. Of the 
few good ideas I had these two are the only ones worthy 
mentioning: 

Like naming a demo “grindslanten” (it only makes sense in 
Swedish...), Ove did that like 20 years ago so we couldn’t 
do that. I also wanted to do a spoof of a Swedish jazz 
record that was called “jazz pa svenska’’ (jazz in Swedish) 
but our comp would be called “grind pa svenska’’ (grind in 
Swedish) and would only contain our songs with Swedish 
lyrics. I had ideas for the cover and everything but they 
stopped, those bastards. One of the earliest ideas we had 
was that I should play the guitar and Jon play the bass. I was 
really upset that I lost the fight over playing that but today, 
almost 8 years later I’m very happy that it is Jon that plays 
the guitar and not me. 

JON: Some riffs from “Fear Gave Us Wings” are really 
fucking bad. Really bad. 

SFLWhat keeps you motivated to keep doing this kinda stuff 
instead ofjust embracing the lameness of old age and playing 
smooth jazz or stoner rock? 

OVE: I suppose we don’t know how to do anything else. 
ANDREAS: Free beer at shows are a good start for 
motivation and we have other bands for those kind of 
emotional and artistic outbursts. No, we’re not gonna give 
you THOSE bandnames. 

JON: I’ve been dreaming and talking about doing something 
totally different than “extreme” music, but i guess this is all 
I know. 

SFL: Have you ever give any serious thought to making a 
concept record about tomtes? 

ANDREAS: John Bauer style? Absolutely! Not the Swedish 
tomte though, wearing red and being all friendly and stuff. 

SFL: Do you ever get the feeling that some of your fellow 
countrymen just start half-ass trendy joke bands in order to 
capitalize on the fact that a lot of dumb kids in the USA will get 


all fired up over any record from Sweden with graphics featuring 
spikey haired skulls and old English fonts on the cover? 

ANDREAS:Well yeah, of courpse.Who wouldn’t do that? We 
did. But I think the joke’s on you guys, buying all that crap. 
Isn’t it? 

JON: Are you saying Americans are stupid? You got to be 
kidding me. 

SFL: Future gig and recording plans? 

ANDREAS: It seems like the tour with Vader, SplitafaKlysm 
and Meshuggah is finally happening, not much else going on 
apart from that. We’ve got some new songs, old school style 
for sure. So, if anyone know of any good bands from Africa or 
South America that would be into doing a split 7” with us, let 
us know. Why Africa and South America? Those are the two 
continents that we haven’t done splits with yet. 

OVE: Australia (Oceania) and Antarctica are two other 
continents we haven’t collaborated with on splits.To be 
honest it’s only Europe and Asia, so far.The latter might be 
hard so let’s stick to the official Olympic ones, as we re such 
sport freaks.There’s plans for a split 7” with Iron Lung, so 
North America will be covered sooner or later. 

SFL: Final words of bitter Swedish wisdom? 

OVE: It won’t be alright. 

ANDREAS: It’s never too late to give up. 

JON: Don’t think you are anything special, cause you are not.

Then we started to make sick noise and VIOLENT 
HEADACHE was born. In 1989 I started to sing in 
other band called REACCION CORRUPTA and started 
to make noise with SLASH DEMENTIA. 

Till 1991,we released 4 home demos and was just 
two members except on a demo where was screaming 
a friend. In 1991 we started as a 5 guy band 
with friends & we started to make real songs ha 
ha!! 

It sounds more into HC stuff but in late 1991 
we started to play more grind stuff. One member 
left the band. Irt 1992 we released our official 
first studio demo. This line up featured members 
from MASHED SCRUFF and TRUNO. This was the 
official line up Since 1998 but we had some bass 
players and a second vocals. Me and my brother 
was in a lot of Other bands and projects. 

Our singer was in ALL-ILL when he left the band.

VH-We (me and my brother) started to listen punk 
in 1980 because Our big brother was into punk 
and we listened their discs! We were 2 children 
listening Sex Pistols, Motorhead. In early 80s 
we was buying some more punk discs and tapes and 
we listened to he stuff on a radio station called 
RADIO P.I.C.A. where we discovered tons of the 
early he bands that influenced us, bands like BGK, 
LARM, DECLINO, DISORDER,RAPT, ANTIDOGMATIKSS, 
CHAOTIC DISCHORD, DRI, NEGAZIONE, SKULLDIGGERS, 
CAUSE FOR ALARM, MDC, TERVEET KADET, DISCHARGE, 
RATTUS, POISON IDEA. We started to make noise in 
1985 with a home band called MIERDA. We was just 
two punk brothers making fast HC/punk. I was yet 
in school. We recorded early home demos full of 
noisy stuff. We started to buy discs and tapes 
this time outside of Spain and got lots of HC 
stuff from everywhere, especially in tapes from 
B.C.T.,XCENTRIC NOISE & DELIRIUMS TREMENS. Also 
we started the classic tape trading system and 
we discovered our more big influence from all the 
times! SIEGE!!! 

In 1987 we was in contact with the cult band 7 
MINUTES OF NAUSEA and we started to listen a full 
of noisy stuff they recorded us, stuff like: 
G-ANX, FEAR OF GOD, XYSMA, SCHISMOPATHIC. 

In early 1988 we was into grindcore and was 
getting stuff like AGATHOCLES demos and the 
classic of the classics: "Scum" by NAPALM DEATH.

Our female vocalist disappeared and the band 
stopped to practice because we lost our practice 
place. This was early 1999.Me and my brother 
(the only original members) tried to reform the 
band with another guitar but it was just 3 or 4 
practices*. In 2000 we started to practice with a 
new line up, it sound really great again but the 
experience was just for one year. 

The band was R.I.P. I left the city and go to live 
in a village far or punk, HC and all. My brother 
continued playing in other bands. He, after a euro 
tour with one of their bands tell me that people 
was saying good words about VH in Europe. It was 
2005. We started to make some practice. In 2006 
I get my first computer (Yes, I know, a bit late 
ha ha, I think I was listening too much of the 
song "Computer Control" from B.G.K... ha ha ha) .

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My hands had begun to dry out, as did the 
rancid taste of my own tongue as the clock hit 12 
Noon. My breath began to hurry, the beating in my 
chest keeping pace with my pounding headache as I 
stumbled towards the next conquest. I could hear 
the sound of sirens outside, faint at first but then 
abruptly too close. People exited the building in a 
great mass of humanity, pouring out the door into 
the midday sun to witness the misfortune. My mind 
struggled to stay clear, sweat beading on my 
forehead, blood trickling from the newly opened cut 
on my left hand with flowing intensity. Half out of my 
mind, my eyes began to blur and an unforced stream 
of tears and dust flowed like new rivers gouging 
their way through sand-blasted canyons down the 
plummeting cliff of my ragged, disheveled face. The 


end of my time was approaching and it became 
painfully clear that moments and experiences that 
my world had yet to show me would remain 
unobtainable. Life, in all its accidental and 
unpredictable glory, was about to be put to rest, put 
on hold. 

What tragedy in the life of Whiplash do I 
solemnly describe here, dear readers??? Nothing 
less than trying to beat the staff's midday lunch run 
at the local record store before they close up for an 
hour, whilst yours truly digs desperately through the 
"3 LP's for a dollar section". I emerged battered, 
dirty and dusty with my stack of wax just as the 
employees returned from gawking at a minor traffic 
accident outside, those precious few extra minutes 
allowing me to scan the final bin. 

Anyone who is a true record fiend knows 
the reckless world of which I speak. The endless 
crawling and kneeling on worn carpet floors (if 
you're lucky, most of the time it's concrete) because 
record store owners almost always stick the dollar 
bin records in the most unaccessible places. The 
mind-numbing fingering of thousands of LPs, 
gauging your personal tastes with the luring expanse 
of the unknown. The fiend is usually a gentle soul, 
but place him in front of 300 old, moldy records and 
he becomes a mumbling, compulsive fucking psycho! 
"That's a clean Rod Steward record." 

"Man, Joni Mitchell looks bad on this one!" 

"Who the fuck is Klaatu?" 

"The isley Brothers had some amazing suits." 

"When did Glen Campbell get into hippy music?" 
"Geez, Jan & Dean were first class DICKS!" 

"I didn't know Krokus had a fifth album."(or a 6th, 
7th and 8th) 


"I don't remember Pretty Boy Floyd being this 
awesome!" 

I love records and I love cheap fucking 
records. I'll hit a store and, most of the time, come 
home with 75% crap I never heard of before. Very 
rarely am I disappointed. I dig all kinds of crazy stuff 
but I find my purchases firmly rooted on the '70s. 
What a decade that was!! I am constantly amazed at 
the diversity of most major record labels of the era. 
They released it all, from the noise-jazz of Weather 
Report to John Denver to classical concertos to Frank 
Zappa. The first Chicago Transit Authority (known as 
Chicago I) had a goddamn 7-minute track of guitar 
noise to lead off side 2!!!! What major label would 
allow any band that kind of creative input nowadays? 
None. Not in the day and age of "specialty" or 
"genre" labels that surround and feed the corporate 
conglomerate today. I love hardcore, but I love 
records more. I urge you, SFL readers, to take a 
break from thrash monotony. Grab a five dollar bill 
and hit the dollar bin at your local disc shop.

MACERATED BERRY SAUCE 


Now, most of you don't know me, but I'm 
not a religious man. I mean at all. In fact, I'm a 
rather staunch Athiest. I don't believe in spirits, 
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ghosts, goblins, spooks, spectres, werewolves, El 
Chupacabra, Publishers Clearing House winners or 
groupies. I thought I saw a UFO once, but then I 
realized that the acid really was just that good. In 
summatium I am a skeptic. That being said, I must 
admit that, sources aside, the recipie that follows, 

I shit you not, came to me in a dream. Divine 
inspiration? Probably not. But considering that the 
alternative explaination amounts a truly frightening 
pile of Freudian claptrap. I'm thinkin' that I may 
want to become a believer. 

Savory and sweet have long gone hand-in-hand, 
and these light fresh dessert spring rolls are a great 
example. This is very fast and very easy to make, it 
veganizes well, and always pleases a crowd. Since 
spring is nearly upon us, I thought this would be a 
great way to wind up an outdoor barbecue, or finish 



For the filling: 

7.5 oz Creme Fraiche (or vegan sour cream) 

1 large ripe Peach, pitted and sliced* 

61/4 tablespoons granulated sugar** 

31/2 strips thickcut applewood smoked bacon 
3 tablespoons grated cinnamon 

* 1 can of sliced peaces in water or pear juice will do 
fine 

** For the vegan version, see if you can get beet sugar, 
as large grain brown sugar will not blend well 

for the roulements.- 
25 sheets store bought egg roll wrappers 
1 bottle vegetable oil 
a small dish of water 

For the garnish: 

25 large mint leaves 




















For the sauce: 

8 oz raspberries 
8 oz blackberries 
1 750 ml bottle VSOP brandy 
1/2 to 3/4 cup granulated sugar

PARADISE FOUND 

Just got back from a nice ten day trip down to 
Guatemala and Honduras with my lovely partner in 
crime, Sandee LawLess, and Voetsek guitar wizard 
Jef Leppard and his wife, Nikki. Sandee and I have 
been to northern Guatemala before; to Tikal Ruins 
and the island of Flores, but this was our first time 
In southern Guatemala as well as Honduras. For 
anybody wanting to explore Central America, I highly 
recommend both of these beautifully charming 
countries, which are very affordable. We chose 
Guatemala City to fly in/out of, but really didn't 


Fold the comer nearest you over the filling and 
roll upwards to about halfway, fold the two side 
points into the middle. Dip your finger in the water 
bowl and gently moisten the unfolded upper triangle 
| to ensure that the rolls will stay together and then 
i finish rolling the wrapper up. Set aside and repeat 
with the rest of the filling and wrappers. 


TO SERVE 

Arrange two or three of the roulements on a 
plate, four some of the powdered sugar Into a 
strainer and, tapping the side with your hand, dust 
the rolls well. Top each with one of the candied mint 
leaves, and serve with a smalt dish of the sauce for 
dipping, or drizzle the sauce on top with a spoon. 


First, fry the bacon in a pan until it is fully 
cooked, but not too crispy, set aside on paper towels 
to drain the excess fat. Obviously, the vegan version 
would simply skip this step. 

Next, combine the creme fraiche (or vegan sour 
cream), bacon, peach slices, cinnamon, and sugar in 
a food processor (a blender will do, but not as welt 
and may require you to shiift things around with a 
spoon to ensure an even blend) and, using the pulse 
button, blend until smooth. A few small bits of bacon 
unblended is ok. 

Once the filling is ready, lay an egg roll wrapper 
out diamond-like (a corner facing toward you) and 
spoon in a healthy amount of the filling about 1/3 
of the way up leaving about two inches or so from 
either side. 


Heat the vegetable oil in a large pot over a 
medium high flame. Fry the roulements, no more 
than two or three at a time for about 45 to 60 
seconds, then remove to a paper towel to drain. 

They should come out lightly brown, even looking a 
little under fried. This is because they will contiune 
to cook once you set them aside on the paper 
towels. If they look a wonderful deep golden brown 
when you pull them out of the pot, you fucked up. 

Once you have fried all of the roulements you 
can start on the sauce. Heat a large non-stick skillet 
over a medium-high flame. Add the blackberries, 
raspberries and about half of the brandy. BE VERY 
CAREFULL WITH THE BRANDY! It's used a lot in 
flambe for a reason. It may catch fire, which is 
totally cool, just give it a minute and the alcohol 
will burn off. Add the sugar and stir well with a fork, 
pressing the berries out until they are softened and 
mashed. Turn the flame up to high and let the sauce 
reduce for about ten minutes, by about a third. Take 
off the flame and reserve. 

Finally, candy the mint leaves for garnish. Spray 
on side of each leaf with the cooking spray, dip that 
side in the sugar, and set aside. 










spend much time there. Instead we opted to hightail 
it to Honduras as soon as we got our rental off-road 
SUV-type thing. We had no idea that the day we 
touched down in Guatemala was the day of the Zorro 
Motorcycle Run. Over 36,000 riders make this annual 
run across the country, which just so happened to 
be our route to Copan Honduras. It took a long ass 
time to get to Honduras; the pothole filled roads 
overrun with thousands of motorcycles, scooters and 
other off road vehicles of every type racing along 
the many miles. We eventually got to Copan Ruinas 
Honduras and had a truly amazing time there. We 
spent a day checking out the Mayan ruins there, 
which were utterly beautiful and well maintained. 
These ruins are not as touristed as other ruins I've 
visited, which were really cool; I experienced long 
periods of time where I was the only person atop 
these mammoth ruins, imagining what Mayan life 
must have been like when Copan Ruinas was an 
active city. There were also many sculptures that are 
in really good condition as well as sacrificial altars 
here and there, fucking amazing. 

White in Copan we also visited a natural hot 
mineral springs in the middle of the jungle, about 
an hour outside Copan proper. These springs are 
said to have been off limits to the common Mayan 
people during the time of the kings and only the 
kings themselves would partake of the springs with 
their guests. This was definitely one of the coolest 
experiences I've ever had. We had to walk a crazy 
rope bridge across a river, then go through a cave, 
then hop scotch over some stones that littered a 
piping hot stream of steaming water to get to the 
actual springs themselves. All of this shrouded by 
the canopy of jungle growth. There were several hot 
and cold pools, a natural steam bath, a mud bath 
and a hot/cold foot bath: all carved out of rocks. I 
think it cost about $7 US for the day. I plan on going 
back sometime and spending a few days at these 
springs just chillaxin'. The road to/from the springs 
go right through many fare trade coffee farms that 
were quite picturesque. \ didn't know those coffee 
farmers actually sun dry the coffee beans in their 
front yards. It was a trip to see the Mayan farmers 
as well as their families tending their coffee beans 
by hand-no modern machinery in sight. There were 
a few mute powered circular stone devices that were 


in use to help shuck the coffee beans, but that was 
about it as far as technology goes. I brought some of 
the coffee back and although I don't drink the stuff, 
my co-workers said it was top notch. The region 
around Copan is also known for its tobacco and hand 
rolled cigars. I brought a few boxes of these back 
too and have really enjoyed them. 

In Copan we discovered the traditional street 
food, beliados. These are delicious thick hand made 
flour tortillas stuffed with refried black beans, 
creama and white cheese. We survived off these and 
bananas...and rum n coke. After Copan we beat it 
to the East Coast of Honduras, La Cieba to take the 
water taxi to the island of Utila, located amongst the 
Bay Islands in the Caribbean Mesoamerican barrier 
reef system, (the 2nd largest reef in the world after 
the Australian Great Barrier Reef). If ever there 
were a paradise on Earth, it would be called Utila. 

The small island is walk able from end to end and 
almost smack dab in the middle lays Pumpkin Hill, 
which is actually a volcano. Utila's history is rich in 
legendary Pyrate lore. Some of the oldest families 
on the island are descendents of the real Pyrates 
of the Caribbean (the Morgans, Me Fields, Roses 
and Coopers) and are more than willing to share 
their history for those willing to listen- but make 
sure ya have lots of time and a bottle of rum to 
offer drinks or some smoke-urns to be rolled. The 
common language spoken on Utila is English with 
a heavy Jamaican styled accent. We rented a boat 
and captain (Captain Jim, and yes he is of Pyrate 
descent as well) for a day to do some snorkeling off 
the cayes (small islands) that litter the surrounding 
area of Utila and the rest of the Bay Islands. The 
boat rental/trip cost about $30 US for all four of us 
and came with a bag of Jamaican ganja. I've smoked 
the local offerings in every Central American country 
I've visited and usually it doesn't do a damn thing 
except give me a sore throat and headache. The 
weed on Utila is quite different; it is brown with a 
lot of seeds and thick stems, however it is sticky 
and actually gets the job done = nice. Utila is a 
diver's/snorkler's idea of heaven; some of the best 
in the world, used to be that's all that'd visit the tiny 
island were the diver fanatics. The reefs there are 
simply amazing and ya really don't have to swim 
far to be surrounded by brightly colored fish and 


amazing coral formations. I damn near swam into a 
huge stingray that was as curious about me as I was 
about it. I really wish we had had more time to hang 
out on Utila. Nothing like swimming all day, and 
in the evening lounging in hammock drinking rum 
and cokes while watching the sun go down over the 

water. I really want.need to go back to Utila for a 

couple of weeks. 

After Utila we took a long 10-hour drive across 
Honduras back into Guatemala to get to Antigua 
and some small surrounding villages we wanted to 
check out for our last few days. Along the way while 
I was driving we got pulled over no less than three 
times by the Policia. Once they actually made us get 
outta the vehicle and they proceeded to search it. 
Sandee finally proclaimed "You look too American, 
let me drive!" I think my bright blue LIP CREAM 
t-shirt, aviators, camouflage hat and shorts musta 
been key as to why they felt the need to pull me 
over, uhum. Finally made it to the quaint city of 
Antigua. We found cheap rooms ($11 US) right across 
the street from the city's open-air market, where I 
purchased the best score of the trip: a sick double 
sided M0T0RHEAD backpack, also bought some 
CD-R discographies by TRANS-METAL, SEPULTURA, 
RHAPSODY and a few more for like $2 US. 

What can be said about Antigua? From the 
city's cobblestone streets to the volcano majestically 
overlooking the city to the crazy amount of 
intricately structured mammoth churches to the open 
air market- Antigua is a must for anybody wanting 
to experience a true Central American colonial city. 
Antigua has definite European nuances in damn near 
every regard. It is most evident in the architecture, 
yet what I found more fascinating are a few gothic 
looking churches that look like they've been bombed 
out. After asking some locals, it was explained to 
us that the churches had been constructed without 
permission of the Pope and Vatican a few hundred 
years ago, therefore the Spaniards destroyed them 
for being so arrogant as to not ask permission. The 
peoples of these two countries were very nice and 
helpful, always having time to tell ya about the town 
or their family or whatever other useful tips they 
feel you should know. This is something I think we 
don't experience so much in the USA. It seems like 
here everybody is in a rush or doesn't care enough 
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to wanna talk or provide thoughts/information unless 
asked. I can't wait to get my ass back to Utila. 
Eventually i'll post some pictures i took on the 
myspace beast. Ok my SF & L homies, until next 
time.

For 
metalheads as old as me, there are nothing but 
found memories of the early to mid-80s when Metal 
Blade Records perfected the metal compilation with 
their Metal Massacre series, i can remember using 
the first few Metal Massacre albums like a shopping 
list.

It features many 
of the brightest stars in the movement including 


Municipal Waste, and my absolute favorite of the 
new wave...

HYADES 

m Yet ..totems 


If there is a theme to the column this edition, it is 
that the new wave of thrash is swelling to a tsunami. 
Hyades is definitely surfing that wave. On their 
sophomore release "And the Worst is Yet to Come" 
they deftly maneuver through a classic 80s thrash 
metal vibe while retaining just enough contemporary 
flavors to not alienate the younger crowd. Although 
this album is a bit smoother sounding than their 
debut, one of the things that I like best about it is 
how Hyades manages to pull off the clean and sharp 
thrash sound (ala Heathen, EvilDead, Annihilator etc.) 
while still generously peppering their sound with 
the harsher edge of bands like Testament, Believer, 
and Artillery. It is worth mentioning that like Insane, 
Hyades hails from Italy. Something in the water (or 
the pasta) maybe? (Mausoleum Records) 

BONDED BY BLOOD 

Extinguish the Weak 
Considering their moniker, you might expect Bonded 
By Blood to be nothing but an Exodus clone. They 
are not. While the Exodus influences are plentiful 
there is a lot more here to digest. The band tears 
through their oldschool thrash with a pure passion 
that proves nearly infectious. It is nigh unto 
impossible to listen to this CD without getting your 
neck a-snappin'. Rough along the edges, yet clean 
slicing and dicing in all the right places, it is obvious 
why this self-released CD has turned so many heads 
in the scene. And in view of the fact Bonded By 
Blood has been signed by Earache records, they will 
soon be thrust to the forefront of the neo-thrash 
scene. For my money they are up to the task. (Self 
Released) 

ADRENICIDE 

Drunk With Power 

Another 80s throwback ban! which isn't really a bad 
thing, now is it? Adrenicide have definitely spent a 
few thousand quality hours listening to their D.t.l. 
tapes, especially the more metallic post-"Crosso»er“ 
era albums like “Four of a Kind” and "Definition." 
Mixing it up with some Broken Bones and Dead “*** 
Brain Cells influences helps give Adrenicide a sound 
that isn't totally derivative of their heroes. Indeed, 
this album walks a fine line between "we wear our 
influences on our sleeve" and "we exist for the 
purpose of hero worship." Fortunately, in the end, 
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they do land on the correct side of the line and 
have produced a CD that should have broad appeal 
to everyone who likes that highspeed, throbbing 
crossover sound. 

3 INCHES OF BLOOD 

Fire Up the Blades 
3 Inches of Blood may be the absolute best of the 
newest wave of metal. I was totally unfamiliar with 
them until I saw them live in 2005 with Exodus, 

Crisis, and Watch Them Die. I was sitting in the back 
of the club having dinner when they took the stage. 
By the second or third song my buddy and i were 
front and center with our jaws on the floor. 3 Inches 
of Blood sound like a cross between Mercyful Fate, 
Grave Digger, Judas Priest with hearty (but always 
healthy) helpings of contemporary melodic death. 
Fire Up the Blades is, for my money, the perfect 
amalgamation of the more direct metal of their 
debut album Battlecry Under a Winter Sun and the 
more adventurous sound of their sophomore album 
Advance and Vanquish. As anyone familiar with 
the band knows, their trademark is twofold. First 
they are known for their unabashed heralding of 
all things metal... leather, spikes, chains, dragons, 
demons, knights, blood, swords, etc. In other words 
they proudly elevate metal cliches to a higher art.

Here's the deal: you wanna get this record now. As 
you may or may not have noticed somewhere inside 
the front cover, the review policy of this magazine 
suggests that any band thinking about sending in a 
record should first look at the name of the magazine 
and give that some consideration? Well, I'm gonna 
give you the benefit of the doubt and assume that 
you've also done the same and that you're in the 
right place still. If that is the case, then I'll repeat 
my opening statement once more for dramatic effect: 
you wanna get this record now! No other single 
record in recent memory more embodies the name 
of this magazine than this fucker! Two of Sweden's 
very best go head-to-head in the high fucking speed 
lunacy event.

Let's start with the bands that will 
be familiar to readers of this zine, and that means 
the ripping, short blasts of hardcore from BOXED IN, 
VOETSEK and the legendary KORT PROSESS (who blast 
through a version of SUICIDAL TENDENCIES "Memories 
Of Tomorrow" with reckless, almost grinding, 
abandon).

Looking good so far, right? Then I started flipping 
through the booklet. Wait a minute....all these 
bands thank Jesus? 82 Tracks of Christian FUCKING 
Gore Grind? You've gotta be kidding, right? The disc 
features what I assume is the cream of the crop 
of Christian gore grind: Flactorophia (Ecuador), 
Demonic Dismemberment (US), Eternal Mastery (US),

The title of the comp is pretty self-explanatory. 

Three grindcore bands from three different countries 
go head-to-head on one CD.

Hen is up first. They are from Singapore. They play 
grindcore (duh). Gurgly and shrieky vocals, distorted 
bass, samples, blast beats. Nothing new, but I'm 
a sucker for this shit, so I'll be on the lookout for 
more by them in the future. Splitter is from Sweden. 
They have a more modern sound, incorporating some 
interesting time signatures and some parts that are 
more reminiscent of black metal than grind. Definitely 
a huge Nasum influence, here. Endless Demise is 
from Los Angeles. They feature former members of 
L.A. hardcore/grind legends Nausea (not the NYC 
punk band) and Excruciating Terror.
